REPORT  FOR  FIRST  QUARTER 

"  A  PERFECTLY  accurate  system  Or 
drug  labelling  is  a  worthy  objective," 
states  the  Birmingham  city  analyst  in 
his  report  for  the  first  quarter  of  1959, 
when  referring  to  a  sample  of  boric 
ointment  still  labelled  "  B.P."  despite 
the  fact  that  the  monograph  was  de- 
leted from  the  new  British  Pharma- 
copoeia, 1958,  and  transferred  to  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Codex  as  from 
September  1  of  that  year.  A  similar 
criticism  was  directed  against  a  sample 
of  sal  volatile.  A  pharmacist  was 
"  strongly  cautioned "  for  issuing  a 
bottle  of  cod-liver  oil  emulsion  that  had 
the  appearance  of  being  very  old  stock. 
The  oil  present  contained  only  about 
half  of  its  correct  content  of  vitamin  A. 
[Incidentally  the  author  still  adopts  the 
spelling  for  glycerin  that  was  dropped 
in  the  1898  B.P.].  A  rose  hip  syrup 
labelled  as  containing  200  mgm.  per 
100  mils  actually  contained  175  mgm. 
The  pharmacist  referred  the  matter  to 
the  manufacturer,  who  stated  that  an 
overage  of  about  30  per  cent,  vita- 
min C  was  put  into  the  product  and 
it  had  a  shelf  life  of  at  least  ten  months 
before  the  vitamin  content  fell  below 
the  declared  amount.  It  was  suggested 
to  the  pharmacist  that  he  should  take 
steps  not  to  overstock  the  commodity, 
so  that  he  could  guarantee  a  fairly 
rapid  turnover.  Another  vitamin-C 
product  which  was  incorrect  was  a 
specimen  of  rose-hip  and  orange  syrup 
found  to  contain  only  37  mgm.  of  vita- 
min C  per  fl.  oz.  as  against  56  mgm. 
per  fl.  oz.  declared.  The  vendor  had 
recently  taken  over  the  pharmacy  from 
its  previous  owner  and  said  that  only 
two  other  bottles  of  the  syrup  remained 
in  stock.  A  specimen  of  boracic  lint 
examined,  which  should  contain  from 
3-7  per  cent,  boracic  acid,  contained 
22  per  cent.  The  report  states  "  The 
sample  was  prepacked  and  inquiries  are 
proceeding  among  a  rather  bewildering 
number  of  intermediate  suppliers  back 
to  the  manufacturers."  A  sample  of 
zinc  and  castor  oil  cream  contained 
only  6'7  per  cent,  zinc  oxide,  whereas 
the  B.P.  limits  are  7  to  8  per  cent. 
The  pharmacist  was  cautioned. 

Narcotic  Problems 

AN  UNUSUAL  APPROACH 

THE  award  of  titles  is  put  to  excep- 
tional use  in  China  to  combat  drug  ad- 
diction. Households  in  the  same 
locality  are  encouraged  to  form  a  pact 
undertaking  to  inform  on  any  addict 
found  in  their  midst.  When  they  have 
succeeded  in  keeping  a  good  record  for 
their  locality  each  of  them  is  awarded 


the  title  "  Honourable  Household."  Ad- 
dicts cured  of  their  addiction  are 
encouraged  to  make  pledges  in  public 
to  abstain  from  narcotics.  To  those  who 
have  lived  up  to  their  pledge  the  local 
government  concerned  awards  the  title 
of  "  Honourable  Resident  "  as  a  means 
of  encouragement.  Other  ways  in  which 
the  Chinese  Government  has  tried  to 
deal  with  the  problem  of  drug  addiction 
and  the  rehabilitation  of  addicts  are  re- 
ported in  the  current  issue  of  Bulletin 
on  Narcotics.  The  opium  problem  in 
Singapore  and  an  account  of  the  work 
of  the  Singapore  Opium  Treatment 
Centre  are  dealt  with  in  the  same  issue. 
During  the  immediate  post-war  years 
the  traffic  was  in  the  hands  of  a  few 
powerful  syndicates  dealing  in  consign- 
ments of  as  much  as  3,000  lb.  at  a  time. 
Today  a  consignment  of  500  lb.  is  con- 
sidered large.  The  report  states  the  pre- 
ventative measures  against  traffickers 
are  beginning  to  show  positive  results 
in  Singapore  and  adds  "If  these 
pressures  can  be  sustained  and  ex- 
tended, the  virtual  extinction  of  traffic 
in  opium  may  be  witnessed  within  the 
next  decade."  The  Bulletin  also  con- 
tains a  paper  dealing  with  the  various 
kinds  of  fungi  seen  on  Turkish  opium. 
It  concludes  that  the  moulds  did  not 
affect  the  morphine  content  of  opium 
samples  and  that  certain  mercury  pre- 
parations satisfactorily  prevented  mould 
growth.  The  quantitative  determination 
of  the  morphine  content  of  opium  by 
paper  chromatography  and  paper  elec- 
trophoresis is  the  title  of  a  contribution 
by  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical  In- 


stitute of  Oslo  University,  The  final 
paper  reports  the  examination  of  fifty- 
six  analgesic  synthetic  compounds  in 
which  an  aralkyl  substituent  had  re- 
placed the  methyl  group  in  the  N- 
methyl-morphinan  series  of  derivatives. 

Farming  Research 

WIDE  SCOPE  AND  NEW  SUBJECTS 

THE  wide  scope  of  research  activities 
carried  out  by  the  Agricultural  Research 
Council  is  shown  by  the  report  of  the 
Agricultural  Research  Council,  1957-58 
(H.M.  Stationery  Office,  price  8s.),  to 
extend  to  the  monitoring  of  radioactive 
fall-out  in  soil,  herbage,  farm  animals, 
milk  and  other  foodstuffs.  A  radio- 
biology  laboratory  at  Wantage,  Berks, 
has  instituted  a  complex  sampling 
scheme  which  assays  the  strontium-90 
content  of  milk  and  a  less  complex 
method  for  flour,  potatoes,  and  green 
vegetables.  Other  centres  are  investigat- 
ing calcium,  strontium  and  barium  ab- 
sorption and  elimination,  in  sheep,  for 
natural  and  radioisotope  forms;  and 
radioisotope  uptake  by  plants,  soils  and 
animals.  Other  research  is  concerned 
with  the  enzyme  system  in  insects  re- 
sponsible for  the  in  vivo  activation  of 
organo-phosphorous  insecticides  into 
anti-cholinesterase  compounds;  and  de- 
velopment work  on  new  herbicides.  An 
account  is  given  of  the  immunity  to 
helminth  infection  conferred  by  a  vac- 
cine (see  C.  *  D.,  February  28,  p.  227). 

Britain  and  "  Small  "  Free  Trade  Area 

It  would  seem  that  the  greater  part  of

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British  industry  is  in  favour  of  a  proposal 
to  create  a  Free  Trade  Area  of  the 
"  Seven  " — the  United  Kingdom,  Sweden, 
Norway,  Denmark,  Austria,  Switzerland 
and  Portugal.  After  extensive  enquiries 
undertaken  by  the  Federation  of  British 
Industries,  its  grand  council  has  issued  a 
statement  to  the  effect  that  while  industry, 
as  a  whole,  is  anxious  to  avoid  the 
division  of  Europe  into  two  unfriendly 
camps,  the  majority  in  Britain  is  either 
actively  in  favour  or  prepared  to  acquiesce 
in  the  "  Little  Free  Trade  Area  "  plan, 
believing  that  it  will  facilitate  ultimate 
agreement  with  the  Common  Market. 

The  need  for  the  Government  to 
consult  with  individual  industries  and 
trade  associations  is  stressed  as  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  Government  to 
ensure  that  British  industry  should  not  be 
at  a  disadvantage  because  of  taxation  or 
general  domestic  policies. 

B.  P.  Addendum,  1950.— Work  is 
proceeding  on  the  preparation  of  an 
Addendum  to  the  British  Pharmacopoeia 
which  is  proposed  for  publication  in  the 
autumn  of  1960.  This  volume  will  contain 
additions  and  amendments  to  existing 
monographs  and,  subject  to  satisfactory 
specifications  being  available,  the  follow- 
ing new  monographs  will  be  included.

Registrar's  Report  For  1958. 

THE  report  of  the  registrar  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  for  1958  issued  recently 
shows  that,  in  the  enforcement  of  the 
Pharmacy  Acts,  it  was  necessary  to 
institute  proceedings  in  twenty-six  cases, 
most  of  them  concerned  with  illegal  sales. 
Four  cases  involved  the  illegal  use  of 
titles.  There  were  also  proceedings  against 
a  pharmacist  under  the  Therapeutic 
Substances  Act,  1956.  An  unqualified 
person  was  convicted  under  the  Magis- 
trates' Courts  Act,  1952,  for  aiding  and 
abetting  an  illegal  sale  of  a  fourth- 
schedule  poison  without  a  prescription  by 
a  registered  pharmacist.  Altogether  six 
pharmacists,  thirteen  unqualified  persons, 
and  two  corporate  bodies  involved  in  the 
twenty-six  cases  were,  and  five  corporate 
bodies  were  not,  authorised  sellers  of 


poisons.  The  numbers  of  additions  to  and 
erasures  from  the  register  were  unchanged 
at  1094.  At  December  31  there  were 
27,614  names  on  the  register.  The  number 
of  superintendents  to  bodies  corporate 
was  3,506  and  of  authorised  sellers  of 
poisons  15,067,  and  4,097  registered 
branch  shops.

PORTSMOUTH 

Open  Meeting  and  Factory  Visit 

At  an  open  meeting  of  the  Portsmouth 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
on  April  9,  Mr.  J.  E.  Carr  (telephone 
manager,  Portsmouth  area),  gave  a 
resume  of  the  history  of  the  telephone 
service,  mentioning  that  it  was  the  only 
public  service  whose  policy  and  finance 
were  controlled  directly  by  Parliament. 
Coaxial  cables  were  enabling  an  ex- 
tension of  the  service  and  by  1965,  75 
per  cent,  of  the  country  would,  it  was 
hoped,  be  converted  to  the  trunk  dial- 
ling system.  Developments  in  new 
plastics  had  brought  lighter  and  more 
manageable  cables,  and  the  Trans- 
atlantic cable  laid  a  short  while  ago 
provided  the  first  direct  telephone  con- 
nection between  the  American  conti- 
nent and  the  British  Isles.  The  new 
policy  of  the  telephone  service,  said 
Mr.  Carr,  was  "  extra  friendliness 
combined  with  efficiency." 

The  number  of  members  of  the 
branch  wishing  to  visit  the  factory  of 
John  Wyeth  and  Bro.,  Ltd.,  New  Lane, 
Havant,  Hants,  was  so  great  that  the 
party  had  to  be  spHt  into  two  parts, 
with  visits  on  April  1  and  April  29. 

BRIGHTON 

A  Worth  -  While  Career 

Pharmacy  offered  long  hours  and  little 
pay.  Nevertheless,  said  Mr.  P.  E. 
Stedman,  when  proposing  the  toast 
"  The  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain "  at  the  annual  dinner  and 
dance  of  the  Brighton,  Hove  and  Dis- 
trict Branch  and  Brighton  and  Hove 
Association  of  Pharmacy  on  April  22, 
he  would  recommend  it  to  young 
people  as  a  career.  It  was  a  worth- 
while job,  and  the  pharmacist  never 
lost  sight  of  the  part  he  played  in  the 
fight  to  save  or  prolong  life  and  to 
comfort  the  afflicted.  Before  calling  on 
the  Society's  president  (Mr.  D.  W. 
Hudson)  to  reply,  Mr.  Stedman  said  he 
felt  that  that  was  the  right  moment  to 
present  him  with  an  inscribed  silver 
salver  as  a  token  of  the  respect  and 
appreciation  in  which  he  was  held  by 
members  of  the  Branch  and  Associa- 
tion. Mrs.  Stedman  then  presented  Mrs. 
Hudson  with  an  evening  bag.  Thanking 
members  for  their  gifts,  the  President 
recalled  that  he  had  been  a  member  of 
the  branch  for  forty  years,  and  had 
always  considered  he  had  his  ear  close 
to  the  ground  and  knew  exactly  what 
was  going  on.  That,  however,  had  come 
as  a  complete  surprise  to  them  both. 
He  was  pleased  that  during  his  term 
of  office  the  Society  had  purchased 
the  freehold  of  the  premises  of  17 
Bloomsbury  Square.  It  was  hoped  to 
develop  it  into  a  place  where  members 
would  meet  each  other  and  their  Coun- 
cillors. "  The  Brighton  and  Hove  Asso- 
ciation of  Pharmacy  and  Brighton  and 
Hove  Branch "  was  proposed  by  Mr. 
J.  C.  Gaukroger  (chairman,  Brighton 
and  Lewes  Hospital  Management  Com- 
mittee). His  committee,  he  said,  spent 
about  £60,000  a  year  on  drugs.  That 
was  a  lot  of  money,  but  hospital  beds 
and  services  were  even  more  expensive, 
and  they  were  very  conscious  that  mod- 


ern medicines  made  it  possible  to  oc- 
cupy those  beds  for  less  time.  They  had 
cause  to  be  grateful  to  the  "  backroom 
boys  "  of  pharmacy. 

PLYMOUTH 

Duty  to  Patient  or  Public 

There  was  a  large  attendance  at  the 
recent  Plymouth  Branch  meeting  —  in 
fact,  for  the  first  time  in  the  history 
of  the  Branch  there  was  standing  room 
only — when  Dr.  F.  E.  Camps  gave  an 
address  on  "  Poisoning  —  Accident, 
Suicide  or  Murder  ?  ".  Because  of  the 
interest  of  the  talk  the  local  magis- 
trates, pathologists,  doctors,  probation 
officers  and  members  of  the  local 
Criminal  Investigation  Department  had 
been  invited.  Dr.  Camps  reiterated  his 
view  that  a  doctor,  besides  having  a 
duty  to  his  patient,  had  also  a  duty  to 
the  public,  and  that,  if  those  should 
conflict,  duty  to  the  public  should  be 
paramount.  He  quoted  a  case  of  an 
uncontrolled  epileptic  driving  a  car 
oblivious  to  the  danger  to  the  public, 
and  referred  also  to  certain  cases 
of  abortion.  Posed  ■  the  question 
"  What  is  a  poison  ?  "  he  stated  that 
"  poison  "  was  indefinable.  He  referred 
to  the  "  battle  of  the  barbiturates  "  of 
many  years  ago,  and  mentioned  ex- 
amples of  hypnotics  that  were  not  on 
a  poisons  schedule.  Discussing  coal-gas 
poisoning,  he  suggested  that  some 
suicides  were  not  intentional  but  de- 
signed to  win  sympathy.  Unfortunately, 
carbon  monoxide  was  not  the  best 
agent  for  such  demonstrations,  hence 
unpremeditated  fatalities  occurred.  He 
then  referred  to  the  present  coroners' 
system  which,  with  all  its  faults,  he 
considered  was  the  best  possible  in  this 
country.  He  quoted  cases  of  investiga- 
tion confirming  the  great  toleration  of 
confirmed  addicts  to  doses  which,  in 
normal  circumstances,  would  be  fatal. 
He  referred  to  unfortunate  results  from 
the  indiscriminate  use  of  antibiotics, 
especially  in  the  United  States,  giving 
rise  to  resistant  types  of  bacteria. 

Dr.  Camps's  talk  was  illustrated  with 
slides.  When  he  was  asked  regarding 
the  tolerance  of  people  who  took  large 
doses  of  barbiturates  over  long  periods, 
Dr.  Camps  said  that  tolerance  depended 
upon  whether  the  drug  was  excreted  or 
broken  down.  Much  had  yet  to  be  dis- 
covered about  the  degradation  products 
of  some  drugs. 

LIVERPOOL 

A  Lady  President 

For  the  first  time  since  it  was  founded 
109  years  ago,  Liverpool  Chemists' 
Association  has  a  lady  president:  Miss 
M.  C.  Dodd,  who  was  elected  at  the 
annual  meeting  held  on  May  14.  Miss 
Dodd  succeeds  Mr.  H.  W.  Cottle,  who 
intimated  that,  although  it  was  usual 
for  the  president  to  remain  in  office 
for  two  years,  for  personal  reasons  he 
did  not  wish  to  be  nominated  for  a 
second  term.  Presenting  the  accounts, 
Mr.  D.  L.  Rees  pointed  out  that  the 
Association  financial  report  was  closely 
linked  to  that  of  the  branch  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  whose  annual 
meeting  would  be  held  immediately 
following  that  of  the  Association.  Mr. 
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J.  P.  Murphy,  presenting  the  secre- 
tary's report  at  the  branch  annual 
general  meeting,  said :  "  The  year 
1958-59  does  not  seem  to  differ  materi- 
ally from  any  of  the  dozen  or  so  years 
preceding  it.  There  was  the  usual  mix- 
ture of  enthusiasm  on  the  part  of  a 
small  minority  and  apathy  on  the  part 
of  the  vast  majority.  That  is  not  char- 
acteristic solely  of  the  Association  and 
Branch,  but  seems  widespread  through- 
out most  professional  and  industrial 
organisations.  While  it  is  regrettable, 
any  labouring  of  the  point  would  seem 
superfluous."  Reviewing  the  activities 
of  the  Association  and  Branch  during 
the  session,  Mr.  Murphy  said  the  dinner 
and  dance  in  aid  of  the  benevolent 
fund  had  resulted  in  a  cheque  for  £210 
being  sent  to  the  Society.  "  The  joint 
committee  of  the  Association  and 
Branch  ratified  the  decision  to  invite 
the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference 
to  revisit  Liverpool.  The  joint  secre- 
taries of  the  conference  have  paid  us 
a  visit  and  professed  themselves  well 
pleased  with  the  amenities  that  will  be 
available  in  1962.  We  now  await  the 
decision  of  final  acceptance  from  the 
Conference  Executive."  Appreciation 
was  expressed  of  the  work  of  Mr.  C.  S. 
Cullen  and  his  helpers  in  the  organisa- 
tion of  the  social  events  during  the 
season.  Mr.  W.  J.  Tristram  commented 
that  the  amount  of  £210  sent  to  the 
Benevolent  Fund  was  at  that  time  a 
record  amount  for  any  one  function, 
and  the  Council  of  the  Society  was 
most  appreciative.  Concerning  future 
programmes,  a  member  suggested  that 
consideration  should  be  given  to  pro- 
moting summer  activities  such  as  out- 
ings and  visits  to  works. 

LONDON 

Legend,  Mysticism  and  Fact 

The  concept  of  the  snake  as  a  symbol 
of  the  ideal  of  knowledge,  including 
good  and  evil,  was  the  keynote  of  a 
talk  to  the  South-eastern  Metropolitan 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
recently  by  Dr.  F.  R.  Waldron,  D.P.H. 
(L.C.C.  divisional  medical  officer  of 
health).  Dr.  Waldron,  who  illustrated 
his  talk  "  The  Cult  of  the  Serpent  in 
the  History  of  Man  and  Medicine " 
with  lantern  slides,  pointed  out  that 
there  were  many  references  to  snakes 
in  old  pharmacopoeias,  the  serpent  cult 
having  been  with  man  since  the  begin- 
ning of  his  existence.  The  Greeks 
originated  the  words  "  dragon "  and 
"  dracula "  and  the  Saxons,  Vikings 
and  Romans  used  snakes  on  the  prows 
of  their  ships  and  on  their  standards. 
Throughout  history  many  prominent 
men  had  had  dragons  on  their  stan- 
dards as  a  symbol  of  knowledge.  Dr. 
Waldron  illustrated  how  legend,  mysti- 
cism and  fact  were  intermingled  by 
describing  how  the  stone  of  Scone  was 
brought  from  Palestine  across  North 
Africa  to  this  country  with  the  last 
wave  of  Celts  about  500  B.C.  Jacob 
was  said  to  have  rested  his  head  on 
the  stone  when  he  had  his  dream  of 
descending  angels.  Since  Edward  I  took 
it  from  the  Scots,  it  had  been  associa- 
ted with  all  coronations;  even  Crom- 
well took  care  to  have  it  brought  from 
the  Abbey  when  he  was  installed  as 
Lord  Protector  in  Westminster  Hall. 
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SALES  CONFER- 
ENCE :  An  Eastern 
sales  conference  of  re- 
presentatives of  Evans 
Medical  Supplies,  Ltd., 
was  opened  at  Bombay 
on  April  27  by  Mr.

Dr.  Waldron  showed  a  simplified  lingu- 
istic tree  to  indicate  the  direct  stem- 
ming of  the  Celtic  languages  from  the 
Aryan  mother  tongue.  Although,  when 
spoken,  there  were  great  similarities, 
the  written  tongues  were  now  poles 
apart.  The  evolution  of  the  letter  N 
from  the  pre-alphabetic  serpent  picto- 
graph  was  demonstrated.  About  1500 
B.C.  in  Biblos.  Palestine,  the  first 
alphabet  was  invented.  The  Hebrew 
serpent  pictograph  was  described  by  the 
sound  "  Nachas  "  meaning  "  knowledge 
of  the  snake."  The  initial  element  of 
that  sound  had  become  the  modern 
letter  N.  Chinese  ideographic  writing 
had  defied  simplification  in  that  way. 
The  speaker  dealt  with  a  number  of 
prominent  historical  figures  and  asso- 
ciated serpent  symbols — Moses  with  the 
brazen  serpent  in  the  desert;  Asklepios 
of  the  Greeks  who  became  Aesculapius 
the  Roman  god  of  medicine.  Also 
usually  portrayed  with  serpents  were 
Imothep  of  the  Egyptians  and  the  com- 
paratively modern  St.  Patrick  and  St. 
George.  The  use  of  the  serpent  symbol 
today  was  common  in  medical  and 
allied  associations  and  in  some  obscure 
religious  sects.  The  Royal  Air  Force 
medical  badge  of;Caduceus,  and  the 
Royal  Army  Medical  Corps  use  of  the 
Aesculapian  snake,  were  examples. 

OVERSEAS  NEWS 

FRANCE 

Prescription  Charge  Revoked 

The  French  Cabinet  on  June  10  de- 
cided to  revoke  the  charge  on  health 
service  prescriptions  introduced  in  De- 
cember 1958.  The  measure  takes  effect 
from  July  1. 

AUSTRALIA 

An  Institute  of  Chemical  Pathology 

The  Government  of  New  South  Wales. 
Australia,  is  sponsoring  an  institute  of 
chemical  pathology,  which  is  being 
built  at  Lidcombe.  Sydney.  Work  to  be 
carried  out  at  the  Institute  is  to  include 
investigations  of  the  causes  of  the  com- 
mon cold  and  influenza  and  research  on 
cancer  and  arthritis  and  diseases  of  old 
age.  Dr.  H.  Kramer  (a  former  director 
of  the  New  South  Wales  cancer  insti- 
tute) has  been  appointed  director  of  the 
new  institute. 


PRIZE- WINNING  EX- 
HIBIT: At  a  Singapore 
Constitution  exhibition 
held  recently  to  cele- 
brate the  independence 
or  the  Colony,  the 
Coty  pavilion  illustrated 
was  awarded  first  prize 
as  the  most  attrac- 
tively designed  stand. 
The  pavilion  featured 
a  counter  in  the  form 
of  a  Coty  cream - 
powder  compact  topped 
by  a  10-ft.  wide  mirror 
that  caught  the  sun's 
rays  and  attracted  visi- 
tors from  every  part  of 
the  large  exhibition. 
The  stand  was  manned 
by  five  Chinese  girls, 
Ihe  company's  consult- 
ants for  that  area. 

SOUTH  AFRICA 

Decimal  Coinage  Bill  Details 

The  Decimal  Coinage  Bill  introduced 
in  the  House  of  Assembly,  which  has 
been  read  a  first  time,  sets  out  the  list 
of  decimal  coins  to  take  the  place  of 
£  s.  d.  when  the  Union  switches  over 
to  a  decimal  monetary  system  in  1961. 
The  new  coins  listed  in  the  bill  are:  — 
Gold  coins,  two  rands  worth  one 
pound,  rand  worth  10s.;  Silver  coins, 
50  cents,  worth  5s..  20  cents  (florin),  10 
cents  (shilling).  5  cents  (sixpence).  24 
cents  (threepence);  Bronze  coins,  cent 
(twelve-tenths   of  a  penny),  half-cent 


(twelve-tenths  of  a  halfpenny),  quarter- 
cent,  (twelve-tenths  of  a  farthing).  The 
cent,  half-cent  and  quarter-cent  will  be 
deemed  equal  to  a  penny,  halfpenny  and 
farthing  respectively.  The  bronze  coins 
are  what  are  commonly  known  as 
"  coppers "  and  the  gold  coins  are 
"  token "  coins,  a  few  of  which  are 
minted  each  year  under  the  present  law 
as  gold  pounds  and  gold  half-pounds. 
That  means  in  fact  that  the  new  coins 
will  probably  be  almost  identical  to  pre- 
sent coins,  only  with  the  decimal  in- 
scriptions. The  rand  will  be  abbreviated 
R.  and  the  cent  as  C. 


INSTRUMENTS  AND  APPARATUS 


Dials  Outmoded. — The  training  of 
semi-skilled  and  unskilled  persons  in 
dial  reading  in  a  works  is  avoided  by 
the  use  of  the  Digicator,  originated  by 
the  Solartron  Electronic  Group,  Ltd.. 
Thames  Ditton,  Surrey.  The  completely 
electronic  Digicator  operates  virtually 
instantaneously  without  mechanical 
switches. 

Counter  Batchers. — Gate  Electronics, 
Ltd.,  Tudor  Grove,  London,  E.9,  are 
now  producing  the  TCB  series  of  coun- 
ter batchers.  Conventional  valves  and 
mechanical  drum  counters  have  been 
completely  replaced  by  transistors.  Ser- 
vice life  has  been  consequently  in- 
creased and  size  of  the  overall  unit  re- 
duced. It  is  claimed  that  the  flexibility 
in  application  of  the  series  covers  so 
wide  a  field,  that  the  factory  installa- 
tion engineer  can  fit  a  unit  of  suitable 
specification  to  existing  machinery 
without  outside  assistance     Both  con- 


tinuous production  machines,  for  ex- 
ample, extruding  machines,  or  inter- 
mittent production  types,  for  example, 
packaging  machines  may  be  controlled. 

Time-saving  Computer.  —  The  Ease- 
type  1100  analogue  computer,  distribu- 
ted by  Winston  Electronics,  Ltd.,  Shep- 
perton,  Middlesex,  new  to  this  country, 
has  been  installed  in  factories  in  the 
United  States  and  Europe.  Claimed  to 
save  time,  its  use  is  mainly  confined 
to  the  chemical  and  aircraft  industries 
and  in  calculations  relating  to  nuclear 
reactions.  Problems  are  set  up  on  a 
patchboard  that  may  be  removed  and 
replaced  by  another  carrying  a  differ- 
ent problem.  Removal  of  possibly 
faulty  units  and  their  replacement  with 
sound  apparatus  is  easy,  avoiding  ex- 
pensive out-of-use  periods.  The  ap- 
paratus is  being  manufactured  by  the 
Berkeley  division  of  the  Beckman  Co., 
California,  U.S.A.,  but  production  in 
Scotland  is  planned. 
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A  Changing  Outlook  on  Health 

Much  of  the  work  of  pharmacists  is  inevitably  con- 
cerned with  the  curing  of  diseases  and  there  is  often 
an  over-emphasis  on  that  aspect  of  health.  It  is  per- 
haps unfortunate  in  many  ways  that  a  large  proportion 
of  the  cost  of  the  Health  Service  must  be  applied  to 
what  may  be  termed  negative  outlook,  but  eventually 
the  success  achieved  in  the  treatment  of  disease  must 
bring  about  a  shift  of  emphasis  to  prophylactic  aspects. 

The  Minister  of  Health  (Mr.  Derek  Walker-Smith) 
said  recently  in  an  address  to  the  Royal  Society  of 
Health,  "  Our  very  progress  creates  new  health  prob- 
lems. We  are — in  part  at  least — the  victims  of  our 
own  success.  Better  health  means  longer  life ;  the  longer 
life  means  extended  risk  and  greater  vulnerability.  If 
you  are  no  longer  likely  to  succumb  to  diphtheria  as 
a  child,  and  to  pneumonia  in  middle  age,  you  have 
greater  scope  for  the  coronary  and  other  diseases  of 
old  age.  Old  age  is,  indeed,  one  of  the  great  social  and 
economic  problems  of  today  and  tomorrow.  It  is  a 
problem  to  which  health  must  bring  its  remedies  and 
its  succour."  What  the  Minister  had  in  mind,  he  said, 
was  a  positive  improvement  in  health  and  well-being, 
reflected  rather  in  heightened  vitality  in  the  workshop 
than  in  the  statistics  of  sedentary  survival.  "It  is  that 
positive  approach  which  will  make  us  increasingly  a 
healthy,  thriving  and  vigorous  people,  able  to  keep  our 
end  up  and  improve  our  standard  of  life  in  a  keenly 
competitive  world."  The  hope  will  be  widely  shared. 

This  emphasis  on  a  positive  approach  is  one  which 
all  can  assimilate  with  benefit.  If  only  more  pharmacists 
would  apply  that  principle  to  their  outlook,  there  would 
be  more  than  a  32  per  cent,  poll  at  the  election  of 
Council  members  of  the  Society,  and  branch  meetings 
would  became  brighter  and  livelier  affairs.

A  CURRENT  CAUSERIE 

Is  America  moving  towards  the  "  socialised  medicine  "  she, 
or  a  high  proportion  of  her  citizens,  so  much  dreads  ?  A 
health  visitor  recently  returned  from  a  visit  to  the  United 
States  on  a  travel  grant  from  the  Ford  Foundation  and 
English  Speaking  Union  drops  a  hint  that  she  may  be  tend- 
ing in  that  direction.  "I  went  to  America  to  study  their 
health  services,"  said  Miss  May  Kelly.  "  I  certainly  did 
learn  a  lot,  but  I  found  the  Americans  absorbingly  inter- 
ested in  our  National  Health  Service.  .  .  .  Much  of  my 
time  was  spent  in  trying  to  give  them  a  more  accurate 
picture.  In  Washington  I  was  warned  not  to  talk  about 
"  socialised  medicine.'  When  I  laughed  and  said  that  it 
was  a  term  that  I  would  never  dream  of  using,  my  adviser 
seemed  to  find  it  difficult  to  believe  that  we  do  not  per- 
petually talk  about  '  socialised  medicine  '  in  this  country, 
but  simply  refer  to  the  Health  Service."  What  surprised 
most  Americans,  it  was  Miss  Kelly's  impression,  was 
that  under  N.H.S.  Britons  were  free  to  choose  their  own 
general  practitioner,  and  that  specialist  opinions  were 
readily  available.  Miss  Kelly  found  service  "  a  hundred 
times  less  personal  "  than  under  N.H.S.  Even  people  who 
could  afford  all  the  medical  care  they  needed  seldom  had 
a  family  doctor.  They  use  a  series  of  consultants — a  paedia- 
trician for  the  child,  a  gynaecologist  for  the  mother,  a 
surgeon  or  physician,  or  both,  for  father,  and  a  geriatrician 
for  grandmother.  What  family  doctors  there  were  did  little 
home  visiting  except  in  emergency.  A  sick  person  had 
either  to  get  himself  to  the  surgery  or  be  admitted  to  hos- 
pital. Costs  were  prohibitive,  and  the  main  topic  of  con- 
versation in  America  seemed  to  be  ill-health  and  the  fear 
of  it.  When  pre-payment  schemes  first  started  they  were 
bitterly  opposed  by  the  American  Medical  Association,  and 
any  doctor  joining  one  of  them  was  liable  to  be  ostracised. 
The  number  of  schemes  had  multiplied,  however,  and  Miss 
Kelly's  impression  was  that  America  was  moving  in  the 
direction  of  "  socialised  medicine."  One  New  York  doctor 
even  admitted  as  much. 

* 

Although  the  British  Glass  Industry  Research  Association 
whose  new  laboratories  were  recently  opened  was  set  up 
only  in  1955,  its  history  goes  back  indirectly  to  the  1914-18 
war.  In  October  1914  the  University  of  Sheffield  decided 
to  set  up  a  scientific  advisory  committee  as  part  of  its  war 
effort.  Its  aim  was  to  help  local  manufacturers  who  were 
running  into  difficulties  because  of  the  war,  either  because 
they  were  cut  off  from  essential  supplies  from  the  Continent, 
or  because  they  were  being  asked  to  turn  out  products  they 
had  never  made  before.  The  suggestion  for  the  committee 
came  from  Dr.  W.  E.  S.  Turner  (a  lecturer  in  the  chemistry 
department)  and  he  became  its  secretary.  The  committee's 
work  was  brought  to  an  end  early  in  1916,  but  it  had  been 
noticed  that  a  remarkable  number  of  the  inquiries  had  come 
from  glass  firms.  Glass  was  obviously  a  local  industry  in 
particular  need  of  scientific  help,  and  in  1915  a  department 
of  glass  manufacture  was  set  up  by  the  University,  with 
Turner  in  charge.  The  name  was  changed  to  Department  of 
Glass  Technology  after  the  first  year.  The  aims  of  the  new 
department,  the  first  of  its  kind  in  the  world,  were  to  train 
glass  technologists  and  to  do  research  on  glass  manufacture. 
Glass  manufacturers  gave  the  new  department  enthusiastic 
support  from  the  first,  and  a  Glass  Research  Delegacy,  on 
which  they  were  strongly  represented,  was  set  up  as  its 
controlling  body.  The  department  went  on  for  forty  years 
fulfilling  a  double  function.  It  trained  students  and  carried 
out  fundamental  research  in  the  normal  University  way. 
but  also  provided  applied  research  and  advisory  services 
for  the  industry.  A  separate  Glass  Research  Association  was 
set  up  in  1919,  but  in  fact  it  paid  the  department  to  do  most 
of  its  researches,  and  was  wound  up  in  1925.  After  the  1939- 
45  war  it  became  obvious  that  the  industrial  research  work 
was  too  great  a  burden  on  the  department-

74.    MR.  CLIFFORD  JONES 


AFTER  close  on  sixty  years  in  busi- 
ness as  a  proprietor  pharmacist  in 
the  East  End  of  London  Mr.  Clifford 
Jones  is  by  no  means  a  millionaire,  but 
he  has  accumulated  a  wealth  of  mem- 
ories from  which  to  draw  much  per- 
sonal satisfaction.  For  a  large  part  of 
that  period  he  had  the  reputation  of 
"  helping  lame  ducks,"  and  if  those 
creatures  have  sometimes  a  tendency, 
once  the  splints  are  taken  off,  to  waddle 
or  swim  away  and  forget,  then  still  the 
kindly  personality  that  provided  the 
help  gets  known  by  his  neighbours — 
especially  when  they  are  the  warm- 
hearted East  Enders  of  London.  Mr. 
Clifford  Jones  would  perhaps  be  the 
first  to  admit  that  he  never  aspired  to 
the  higher  flights  of  scientific  pharmacy. 
But  if  there  is,  in  the  everyday  prac- 
tice of  the  craft,  something  of  a  sense 
of  vocation  in  helping  out  the  sick  and 
those  in  trouble,  then  he  has  been  im- 
bued with  it  in  high  degree. 

He  has  also  been  a  staunch  colleague 
to  his  fellow  pharmacists  in  West  Ham. 
From  the  earliest  days  of  National 
Health  Insurance  he  was  a  member  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  for  his 
area,  and  he  remained  on  the  Commit- 
tee for  forty  years.  When  N.H.I,  began 
he  was  already  established  in  the  esteem 
of  his  local  pharmaceutical  colleagues. 
As  one  of  the  founder  members  of  the 
West  Ham  Association  of  Pharmacists 
— his  name  is  second  on  the  list  of 
members — he  is  with  Mr.  Joseph  Reed 
one  of  only  two  survivors.  In  1903, 
when  the  Association  was  being  formed, 
he  personally  called  on  the  local  chem- 
ists in  their  shops  to  canvass  their  sup- 
port for  the  Association.  Later  he  was 
three  times  its  president. 

During  the  1914-18  war  the  local 
"  prices  committee  "  (set  up  to  prevent 
profiteering)  used  to  meet  at  his  house, 
and  his  voice  was  always  on  the  side  of 
moderation  in  face  of  the  near-hysteria 
of  many  of  the  general  public  at  that 
time  over  the  whole  subject  of  pro- 
fiteering. 

Yet  Clifford  Jones,  for  all  his  accep- 
tance in  West  Ham,  was  not  himself  an 
East-End  Londoner.  He  came  from 
South  of  the  river,  having  been  born 
in  1874  at  North  Brixton,  and  served 
his  apprenticeship  to  James  Wellesley 
Douglas,  an  "  Associate  "  Member  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  (a  category 
long  since  extinct)  at  164  Lambeth 
Walk.  For  choice  Mr.  Jones  would 
have  taken  up  law  instead  of  pharmacy, 
but  his  father,  an  exporter  of  hides  (of 
which  he  was  recognised  as  "  one  of 
the  best  judges  ")  also  judged  that  phar- 
macy was  a  less  precarious  occupation 
than  law.  So  Clifford  was  duly  inden- 
tured (1890-93)  to  a  pharmacist.  There 
was  a  premium  to  find,  but  thereafter 
he  received  remuneration  at  the  rate  of 
15s.  a  week  during  the  apprenticeship, 
and  afterwards  remained  on  as  assistant 
for  a  total  of  seven  years.  He  became 
a  "  fourth  partner  "  in  the  business,  and 
that  led  to  his  eventual  transfer  to  a 
pharmacy  in  Denmark  Park  in  South- 
east London.  In  the  meantime — in  1897 
—he  had  qualified  as  a  chemist  and 
druggist  after  a  course  at  Watson  Will's 
College  in  Lambeth. 


In  1900  Mr.  Jones  answered  an  ad- 
vertisement for  a  manager  at  a  phar- 
macy at  6  Beckton  Road,  Canning 
Town,  at  a  salary  of  35s.  per  week.  He 
was  accepted,  and  after  only  a  week  was 
told  that  the  owner  wished  to  sell.  So, 
being  able  to  pay  £100  down  and  the 
rest  in  quarterly  instalments,  he  became 
the  buyer  at  a  price  of  £200.  He  re- 
mained in  those  premises  as  proprietor 
of  the  business  from  March  1900  until 
1929,  when  the  shop  was  requisitioned 
for    road-widening     purposes.  New 


accommodation  was  discovered  at  No. 
18  in  the  same  road,  and  there  the  busi- 
ness has  remained. 

It  would  be  a  pleasant  diversion  to 
tell  here  the  romantic  story  of  some  of 
the  "  lame  ducks "  of  which  mention 
has  been  made,  but  the  narration 
would  not  be  strictly  relevant,  except 
that  one  of  them,  long  before  the  days 
of  D.D.A.,  was  a  cocaine  addict  whom 
Mr.  Jones  took  in  as  guest  in  his  own 
household  and,  by  patience  and  graded 
dosing,  weaned  from  his  addiction — ■ 
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surely  an  example  of  "  practical  "  phar- 
macy ahead  of  the  public  conscience, 
yet  in  line  with  the  highest  professional 
ideals. 

One  has  become  so  accustomed  to 
see  Clifford  Jones  at  the  annual  dinners 
of  the  West  Ham  Association  of  Phar- 
macists, and  to  hear  him  mentioned  as 
a  founder  member,  that  he  has  come  to 
seem  a  permanency.  Certainly  he  seems 
as  robust  and  alert  as  ever,  and  he  is 
still  "  the  worst  punster  in  England," 
but  unfortunately  his  hearing  is  not 
what  it  was  and  that  tells  of  "  anno 
domini."  That  he  looks  and  is  so  well 
is  a  considerable  tribute  to  his  wife,  and 
Mrs.  Jones  is  indeed  a  sufficiently  re- 
markable person.  At  one  time  she  was 
a  militant  suffragette,  and  she  has 
always  found  time  for  public  work, 
especially  during  the  1914-18  war,  when 
she  served  as  a  welfare  adviser  for  the 
London  County  Council.  After  the  war 
she  actively,  though  unsuccessfully,  con- 
tested a  ward  in  the  local  Council  elec- 
tions. 

Now  eighty-four  years  of  age,  Mr. 
Clifford  Jones  seems  well  set  for  his 
century,  and  his  many  friends  in  West 
Ham  and  in  pharmacy  generally  will 
join  in  wishing  him  serenity  and  happi- 
ness as  he  looks  back  on  his  active 
years  from  his  present  home  in  Rich- 
mond, Surrey.

IN  PARLIAMENT

Consumer  Protection  Committee 

A  number  of  questions  were  addressed 
to  Mr.  J.  Rodgers  (Parliamentary 
Secretary,  Board  of  Trade)  on  June  16 
concerning  the  Committee  on  Consumer 
Protection.  Mr.  Rodgers  stated  that 
invitations  had  been  sent  to  a  number  of 
people  to  serve  on  the  committee.  The 
aim  had  been  to  include  those  with 
special  knowledge  and  experience  of  all 
shopping  matters.  The  committee  itself 
would  indicate  from  which  trade  organisa- 
tions it  would  take  evidence  when  it  met. 

Free  Gifts  and  Coupons 

Mrs.  J.  Mann  asked  the  President  of 
the  Board  of  Trade  on  June  16,  if  he  was 
aware  of  the  widespread  dissatisfaction 
concerning  free  gift  schemes  and  tempor- 
ary coupon  reductions  now  operating 
over  an  increasing  amount  of  commodities ; 
and  if  he  would  take  steps  to  end  the 
practice.  Mr.  J.  Rodgers  said  the 
practice  was  a  particular  form  of  advert- 
ising over  which  the  Board  of  Trade  had 
no  preventative  powers.  Mrs.  Mann  then 
asked  what  steps  he  would  take  to  stop 
weight  and  contents  fluctuating  in  house- 
hold commodities  sold  in  tubes,  boxes, 
tins,  and  transparent  film  wrappers  and 
packets,  including  tooth-paste,  chemists' 
sundries,  etc.  Mr.  Rodgers  said  "Changes 
in  the  quantity  which  manufacturers  put 
into  those  containers  could  be  prevented 
only  by  requiring  the  goods  to  be  sold  in 
certain  specified  quantities.  Under  existing 
law,  some  foostuffs  must  already  be  sold 
in  that  way,  and  consideration  was  being 
given  in  connection  with  the  proposed 
Weights  and  Measures  Bill,  to  how  far 
such  requirements  and  their  extension  to 
other  goods  were  desirable." 

Prescriptions  Charge 

Mr.  H.  Wilson  asked  the  Minister  of 
Health  what  representations  he  had 
received  about  his  failure  to  propose  any 
change  in  respect  of  the  individual  pre- 
scriptions charge.  Mr.  Derek  Walker- 
Smith  in  a  written  reply  on  June  16 
stated   that    representations    that  the 


charges  should  be  abolished  had  been 
received  from  five  organisations,  and 
several  retired  persons'  organisations  had 
represented  that  old-age  pensioners  should 
be  exempt.  Some  representations  on  both 
matters  had  also  been  received  from 
individuals. 

Radioactive  Substances 

A  panel  of  experts  is  being  set  up  under 
the  aegis  of  the  Radioactive  Substances 
Advisory  Committee.  That  was  announced 
recently  by  M.  Richard  Wood  (Parlia- 
mentary Secretary,  Ministry  of  Labour 
and  National  Service).  Professor  B.  W. 
Windeyer  )professor  of  Radiology  (Thera- 
peutic), London  University)  would  be 
chairman,  the  members  of  the  panel 
would  represent  industry,  government 
departments  and  the  nationalised  in- 
dustries. 

Poliomyelitis  Vaccine 

Sir  H.  Roper  asked  the  Minister  of 
Health  on  June  15  if  he  would  import 
more  poliomyelitis  vaccine  to  enable 
vaccination  to  be  offered  at  once  to 
persons  over  the  age  of  26  years.  In  a 
written  reply  Mr.  Derek  Walker-Smith 
(Minister  of  Health)  stated  that  at 
present  efforts  were  directed  to  the  early 
vaccination  of  as  high  a  proportion  as 
possible  of  the  existing  priority  classes. 
Trade  Fairs 

On  June  19,  during  an  adjournment 
debate  concerning  foreign  trade  fairs, 
Mr.  J.  K.  Vaughan-morgan  (Minister  of 
of  State,  Board  of  Trade)  stated  "  before 
any  firm  goes  to  the  expense  of  showing 
in  a  fair  it  ought  to  have  a  very  clear 
idea  of  what  it  is  trying  to  do.  Is  it 
looking  for  an  agent?  Does  it  want  to 
see  how  its  products  compare  with  those 
of  its  competitors?  Does  it  want  to  get 
its  name  known  to  the  public?  Is  it 
seeking  orders  from  trade  buyers?  Most 
important  of  all,  perhaps,  is  the  fair 
concerned  the  right  one  for  its  purpose? 
On  all  of  these,  and  particularly  on  the 
last  point,  I  believe  the  Board  of  Trade 
can  give  more  help  than  it  is  sometimes 
called  on  to  do  at  present."

Haberland  (chairman  of  the  company) 
at  the  annual  meeting  recently.  In  the 
interest  of  the  unity  of  a  free  Europe 
he  declared,  the  effort  should  be  made 
to  develop  the  Common  Market  in  such 
a  way  as  to  make  it  possible  for  other 
countries  in  Europe  to  join.  Turnover  in 
1958  rose  from  DM1,094.3  million  to 
DM1,168.8  million  in  the  home  market 
and  from  DM758.8  million  to  DM841.5 
million  in  the  export  market,  giving  an 
export  ratio  of  42  per  cent.,  against  41 
per  cent.  (Preliminary  figures  were  given 
in  the  C.  &  D.,  April  18,  p.  421). 

Turnover  in  pharmaceutical  products 
also  rose,  although  the  rate  of  increase 
was  smaller  than  that  of  the  previous  year. 
Sales  to  foreign  customers  developed 
better  than  those  to  the  home  market. 
Efforts  continued  to  strengthen  and 
extend  the  sales  organisation  in  both 
home  and  export  markets,  and  in  that 
connection  the  increasing  activity  of 
foreign  pharmaceutical  manufacturers  in 
the  German  market  is  noted. 

The  company's  plants  abroad  expanded 
their  production,  and  in  Argentina  in 
particular,  after  the  return  of  the  Bayer 
trade  marks  which  had  been  secured  in 
the  previous  year,  a  special  line  of 
pharmaceutical  products  was  put  into 
production.  In  the  United  Kingdom,  too, 
a  special  sales  organisation  was  established. 
Prospects  for  1959  are  described  as  being 
encouraging. 

Compulsory  Winding  Up 

MALLPAS  (PHARMACEUTICALS), 
LTD. — Mr.  Justice  Vaisey  in  the  Chancery 
Division  on  June  22,  adjourned  for  a 


further  fortnight  a  petition  for  the 
compulsory  winding-up  of  Mallpas 
(Pharmaceuticals),  Ltd.,  presented  by 
Roche  Products,  Ltd.,  Broadwater-road, 
Welwyn  Garden  City,  Herts,  (see  C.  &  D., 
June  6,  p.  602)  although  the  petition  had 
been  before  the  court  on  a  number  of 
occasions  the  respondent  company  wan'ed 
a  further  adjournment. 

They  said  that  since  the  last  adjourn- 
ment there  had  been  an  informal  meeting 
attended  by  ninety  per  cent,  of  the 
creditors  who  had  agreed  to  accept  a 
third  party's  offer  to  pay  9s.  in  the  £  for 
their  debts.  All  that  was  now  required  was 
the  agreement  of  a  few  of  the  creditors 
who  did  not  attend  the  meeting.  There 
was  little  doubt  that  they  would  agree  and 
a  fortnights  adjournment  would  enable 
the  matter  to  be  concluded.
